1 . Applicant's response filed on 08/17/2006 has been fully considered. Claims 1 
and 14 are amended, claims 3-13 and 15-20 are canceled and claims 1, 2 and 14 are 
pending. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 , 2 and 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: The 
claims recite that the antistatic agent in the ink is a mixture of an alkyldimethyl betaine 
acetate, an electrolytic metallic salt, a fatty acid dimethylethyl ammonium ethosulfate 
and a polyoxyethylene alkyl ether. However, the specification shows that the antistatic 
agent in the ink is a mixture of an alkyldimethyl betaine acetate and an electrolytic 
metallic salt, or a mixture of a fatty acid dimethylethyl ammonium ethosulfate and a 
polyoxyethylene alkyl ether. 

3. Appropriate correction is required.
